THREE TIMES 
OVER SOUGHT 


» $72,000,900 Bond Offering 


Snapped Up In Few 
Minutes 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—Unofficial és- 
timates today were that between 
£40,000,000 and £80,000,000 were of- 
fered yesterday when the Dominion 
of Canada placed on the market a 
bond issue of £15,000,000 

Some pr« tion of the over sub- 
scription w believed due to in- 
vestors applying for a much greater 
amount thar they actually wanted 
in the hope of receiving a reason- 
able allotment 

Owing to the heavy clerical work 
entailed it is not likely the bonds 
will be called for trading before 
next Thureday 


The amounting to approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 at present rates 
of exchange, was snapped up within 
a few minutes, the books being 
closed directly after they were 
opened 

It was Canada’s first loan on the 


London market in 20 years 


EMPIRE SOLIDARITY 

The immediate success of the 
loan,” Prime Minister R. B. Bennett 
commented in a statement from 
Harrogaie, where he is enjoying a 
rest, “is a striking evidence of the 
solidarity of the Empire.” 

Expressing his gratification the 
Canadian prime minister said the 
people of Canada would highly ap- 
preciate the confidence shown in 
the Dominion and its future by 
British investors. 

“I promise them no effort will be 
spared on the part of the Canadian 
government to see such confidence
